f THE DISAPPEARING FLOUR !4ILL 


A large stone flour mill that has been 
‘in operation at Orangeville, Ont., for the 
past 85 years, was offered for anle recently 
under foreclosure action, but there were 
no bidders despite the fact that the build- 
ing is imposing in appearance, has elah- 
teen inch walls and a plant capable of do- 
ing good work in the grinding of grains. 
‘The incident is one that marks the eclipse 
of an industry that was once very pros- 
perous jn Ontario and gave employment 
to a considerable number of people. The 
mill at Orangeville, like many others of 
its kind in Eastern Canade, was originally 
operated by water power ‘and consequent- 
ly the overhead was so low that the grind- 
ing of flour and the crushing of other 
grains for farm use could be done very 
cheaply. Cutting down of forests render- 
ed the flow of water inadequate to oper- 
ate this mill and resort was had to steam 
power, which rendered the work more 
oxpensive. Eventually hydro power was 
installed, but the busineas was dwindling. 
The big commercial mills of the country 
were in a position to sell flour at low cost 
and {t became the habit of the people to 
patronize these institutions rather than- 
thefr local mills. The business of the local 
mill virtualy disappeared and thus we 
have in many parts of the country the 
spectacle of these fine stone buildings only 
as a monument to an industry that once 
flourished,—Galt Reporter.

SINCE THE DAYS) OF HORACE 
GREELEY, Jomes Gordon Bennett, and, 
George Brown, et al., there shave been 
many famous characters weilding a pow- 
erful editorial pen, some with pen in one 
hand, six-shooter in the other, represent- 
ing that old time “personal journalism” 
which is fading into nothingness along 
with other picturedque victims of this mass 
production commercialized ago. Col. R. 
C, Shaw, famous as the six-shooter editor 
of the ‘Tombstone, Atizona, Epitaph, in 
the days of. the wild and woolly _ west, 
crossed, the Great Divide last Thursday in 
New York City, aged eighty-one, death be- 
ing hastened by injuties recelved in a mo- 
tor car accident in 1929, including frac- 
tured skull, collar-bone and shoulder. Col. 
Shaw witnessed many sudden deaths in the 
old “shootin’ iron”. days of Deadwood 
Dick and Calamity.Jane, and was an eye- 
witness of Wild Rill Hickok’s notorious 
exploit in. perforating a man with 4 sjx- 
shooter aimed over his shoulder. Wild 
Bill, then Marshal of Abilene, Kansas, was 
standing at a bar when he saw in the bar 
mirror a man enter the saloon who had 
sworn to kill him on sight. Wild Bill 
never turned but, gazing at the man ap- 
proaching him with drawn revolver, in 
the mirror, he drew his own gun, aimed it 
over his shoulder and filled his enemy full 
of lead before he had time to carry out 
his intended killing. Col. Shaw was born 
in Hamilton, Ontario, December 24, 1853, 
and his life from childhood up was one 
séries of sensational adventures, for he al- 
ways craved excitement, and went where 
it was, following the profession of mining 
engineer and journalist.

BRITISH UNEMPLOYMENT ACT 


“The regulations of the New Unemploy- 
ment Assistance Act which have now been 
jpassed by the British Parliament and 
which go into effect on January 7th, 1935, 
Fontain, innovations which must be some-, 
twhat startling to other countries,” says F. 
R, Clarke, Director of Relief and member 
‘of the Emergency Unemployment Relief 
Committee of Montreal. 

Placing the fall responsibility for the

‘a “Humane Code of Relief Rules”; they 

‘not only give a new conception of a State's 

Fesponsibilities to its unemployed but also 

sets up standards which will probably have 

ia considerable effect upon all charity both 
tpublic and private, It has been the lack 
jof standardized regulations for unemploy- 

‘ment relief which has cost this country 
and Great Britain, through fts 
onal payment and public assistance 
ns, has also had to pay. How dearly, 
‘nobody knows and probably nobody ever 
Great Britain has now lifted assist 
Fance to the unemployed entirely out of 
{the reach of local authorities with their 
Mocal interpretations and rates of relief 
nd the possibilities of maladministration 
‘through local “pull” 

“The new regulations divide the unem- 
ployed into two classes, (a) those forming 
part of a houséhold and (b) those living 
‘alone; for the latter the method is quite 
simple, 15 shillings a week for the man 
and 14 shillings a week for the woman if 
over the age of 18 and, 2 shillings less in 
each case if they are under 18 years of 
‘age. " For those forming part of a house- 
hold, however, the -regulations provide 
‘careful rules to meet various contingencies. 

"The scales contained in the regulations 
hinge on » basic allowance of 24 Hings 
per week for a household cotaining a man

one child. _ Where in 2 household there 
are more than 5 members the’ total for

‘In considering the family’s resources no 
which the applicant may secure by selling 
or mortgaging the home of which he is 
consideration is to be given to‘any sum 
the owner or occupant, and even his say- 
ings are practically untouched. The first 
fifty pounds of savings is disregarded. If 
they exceed that amount 1 shilling per 
week is deducted from his allowance for 
each twenty-five pounds of savings the ap- 
plicant may possess up to three hundred 
pounds; in regard to this a London paper 
says, ‘We shall be curious to see on what 
grounds the Minister justifies the assump- 
tion that the unemployed person's twenty- 
five pounds should bring in two pounds, 
twelve shillings a year. He cannot get it 
in gilt edged securities.” A comment, 
which more than anything else shows the 
great- difference between the public o) 
jon towards the unemployed in Great 
tain and this« continent where in almost 
every place the regulations insist that an 
unemployed person must be destitute 
before he applies for relief and in some 
cities he is required to borrow on his life 
insurance and is refused assistance if he is 
the owner of property even if it is only a 
dilapidated shack. A further considera 
tion is that income from pensions and 
health insurance is practically disregarded. 

The regulations provide for bed linen 

d replacement of household necessities 
‘and clothing where necessary. There are, 
however, certain restrictions. 

‘The Act goes beyond the categories of 
the Unemployment Insurance Act bring- 
ing into its scope all those, numbering 
some seventeen million, who are at pres- 
ent insured under the Widows, Orphans 
and Old Age Contributory Pensions Act 
‘and relieves the local authorities of all 
responsibility regarding the care of the 
able bodied poor. The cost to the State 
of-such ‘unified administration with its 
greatly increased benefits will, it is ex- 
pected, cost only about £3,000,000 more 
than under the old methods, with unem- 
ployment remaining at its present level,

All the 
animals were set free and frightened by 
the blaze and turmoil they scattered far 
and wide, necessitating a roundup which 
covered weeks before all the animals were 
safely returned to captivity. Many amus- 
ing.incidents featured the freedom of the 
jungle beasts, One of them concerned 
an elderly woman in the country who 
heard a noise in the barn where her cow 
was stabled. She went to the barn, op-- 
ened the door and in the dim light saw 
what she thought was a big dog moving 
about.

" JAMES L. HUGHES DEAD 


‘There are many thousands of‘men and 
women throughout Canada and in other 
countries who went through the public 
schools of Toronto and to whom news of 
the death of James L. Hughes will bring 
back old memories and recall old associa- 
Mr. Hughes was an inspector of 
Toronto schools for forty years and chief 
inspector for a large part of that period. 
He had been himself a teacher and the 
son of a teacher, his father, John Hughes, 
having come to Canada and settled in 
Durham County in Ontario shortly before 
1846, when James L. Hughes was born. 
‘There were ten brothers in this remark- 
able family, one of them being the late 
General Sir Sam Hughes, who became Min- 
ister of Militia and Defence and organized 
the first Canadian expeditionary force for 
service in the World War. The Hughes 
brothers were famous lacrosse players 
many years ago, and most of them after- 
wards achieved distinction in thelrsever- 
al avocations. James Laughlin Hughes 





. specialized in teaching, made a study of 


the psychology of children, and earned an 
international reputation in the field of 
primary education. -The development of 
the public school system in Toronto over 
nearly four decades was in a great meas- 
ure his work, as his advice was always 
sought and almost invariably , accepted 
when innovations or expansions were un- 
der discussion. He retired in 1912 and 


‘was 88 years old when he died at his home - 


in Toronto. He was one of the best 
known of the Hughes brothers and in his 
later years was able to look back upon a

day it is possible’to obtain a better meal

ANGLO-IRISH PACT 


For more than two years this Anglo- 
Irish controversy has been a source of deep 
irritation, and the stupidity of the econom- 
ie warfare waged between the two 
countries, which need each other's trade, 
has brought ill-effects that were inevit- 
able. The net result is that both parties 
are beginning to see that the policy of re- 
prisals is unwise and that the game pl 
is not worth the candle. Great Britain 

has not reaped the value of the annuities. 
. That problem is still unsettled. And it is 
not likely to be settled so long as bad 








feeling prevails. 
Free State this year faces an adverse bud- 
get balance amounting a hundred million 
dollars, theshighest deficit ever recorded 
in its history. But there is surely some 
way out of this muddle other than the con- 
tinuahce of a policy which very much re- 
sembles the purchase of a ring by cutting 
off a,finger. “And, happily, this new deal 
is a“weleome signal of the better feeling 
and spirit which in time and with patience 
alone can resolve the whole difficulty. As 
might be expected, the news of this recip- 
rocal deal hag beef-received in the. Free 
State, by. all shades of political opinion, 
with undisguised joy and is welcomed, not 
only as a good beginning, but also as the 
augury of an entirely new face upon the 
‘Anglo-Irish problem. It holds the pro- 
mise of a complete understanding, pro- 
vided, of course, that on both sides the 
self-same spirit of mutual compromise and 
good feeling prevails. ‘This much gained, 
the parties involved will be well advised 
to persevere along the pathway which 
points to prosperity and peate.—Montreal 
Gazette.

"and reaction during 1934 discouraged most 


of.us. Why, if the business cycle “turned” 
as long ago as 1982, should we not by this 
time’be rapidly and continuously mounting 
to renewed prosperity? But memories are 
short. To get some idea of where we are 
in the-cycle, it is necessary to unearth 
some older records. 

After'the panic of 1873,'the low point 
of reaction was reached in 1877. The 
ensuing year’s recovery was checked by 
reaction when it went too fast, In this re- 
spect, 1878 resembled the twelvemanth 
past; also from the fact that Congress, un- 
aware that business recuperation was 
changing public, sentiment, continued to 
discuss wild. currency legislation. 

1879 the colirse;of recovery became em- 
phatic, and’currency agitation ceased. 

In the depression following 1893, low 
point was touched in 1894; but the re- 
newed reaction of 1896, coming along with 
political agitation and great disturbance of 
the gold market, brought back despair of 
the finabeial future. Despite the; defeat

| In the less severe depression which be- 
gan in 1920, reaction touched bottom late 
in 1921, Recovery during 1922 was _posi- 
tive, yet the ensuing year (1928) had cur- 
jously close resemblance to the past 
twelvemonth in the fact of renewed and 
prolonged reaction after the sharp recov- 
ery discouraged every one. Yet we know 
what happened afterward

YEAR OF ECLIPSES 


‘This year is to be a year of eclipses. 
‘There are to be seven, all told, the largest 
number possible in a calendar "twelve- 
month. The sun will be eclipsed. five 
times, something that lias not happened 
for six hundred and eighty years, accord- 
yy, secretary of 
Mount Wilson 
and which will 
not happen again for five hundred and 
fifty years. Only two of the eclipses will, 
however, be visible in North America. 

The first of these will be an eclipse of 
the sun on’February 3, which can be seen 
in the United States and Canada, provided 
weather conditions are good; the second 
is an eclipse of the moon, which will occur 
on the night of July 15. The eclipse of 
the sun will be only a partial one, for 
there will not be a total solar eclipse vis- 
ible in North America until 1845. 

The other eclipses will be seen at var- 
ious times in Europe, Asia and the North 
and South Poles, and have only an aca- 
demic interest for people who are not en- 
thusiastic! astronomers. But the two 
eclipses which can be viewed from Canada 
will be awaited with general interest, and 
professional and amateur astronmers will 
hope ardently for clear skies upon those 
dates.—Hamilton Spectator.

Man is often-judged by his attire, the 
equipment of his office, or the character 
of his surroundings,-all'of which are vis-

pondence. Unless a communication spells 
an order, indicates a potential trade devel- 
opment or valuable

+ alent-to the affront of not answering a 
question which might arise in private con- 
ference. Heads’of firms who would scorn 
to shown any lack of politeness or consid- 
eration in personal interviews, solicitation 
or casual corversation,-have been known 
to.treat their correspondence with the ut- 
most indifference and give little or no at- 
tention to letters until two or three follow- 
ups have been received—and perhaps not

‘DECLINE IN BANKRUPTCIES 
‘One of:the most impressive signs of the 
mprovementin:the past year in ‘business 
‘was the sharp decline in the number of 
rupteies, according to the January 
letter of the Bureau of Business Conditions 
‘of the Alexander Hamilton Institute in an- 
lysing Canadian business conditions. 
“Failures under the bankruptcy act dur- 
ing the first eleven months of 1934 amount 
ed to 1,300 as compared with 1,981 during 
the same period in 1933, a decreasesof 34 
percent. This decline in failures took 
place in every province with the exception 
‘of Prince Edward Island where the total 
number of failures remained unchanged. 
"The number.of failures in Quebec declined 
from 1,016 ‘in the first eleven months of 
1933 to 30 in the same period in 1934 while 
in Ontario, the number of failures declined 
Yrom 619 to 334. ‘The decline ia failures 
ds usually a good indication of the status 
of the business cycle, When the business 
cycle begins to move downward the num- 
dér“of failures usually increases sharply. 
‘On the other hand, when the cycle turns 
‘upward and business conditions begin to 
thé number of failures as a rule 
al marked decline. This is due to 
the fact that in the latter phase prices 
begin to move upward and with them the 
Position of the individual firm tends to im- 
rove. ‘The decline in business failures 
during 1934 therefore corrésponds with 
similar movements in other periods of bu- 
iness improvement.”

If Dr. Winogradow. had his way he

did vindication of the safety of wood,‘on 
the part’ of a widely-known expert and 
scientist. "The risk of: fire’ is inevitable, 
and the best that can be done is.to limit 
that risk by employment of fire-resisting 
materials and by precaution. — Canadian 
Lumberman,

§. R, Littlewood in the London Daily Mail 
Year Book, sees signs of the rebirth of the 
theatre—'‘the flesh and blood stage in 2 
machine ridden world.”

25,000,000 automobiles we need something 
‘between three and four million new cars 
a year just to keep going. 

But the problem is not to be studied so 
much in cold figures as in popular temper 
and tempo. With all due allowance for 
the automobile trade's official enthusiasm 
in.Automobile Week, it is undeniable that 
the smell of gasoline is much heavier in the 
air. The big jump ingmotor-accident fa- 
talities for 1934 is one sign of several. 

‘The possibilities of the automobile in 
America have not been exhausted, for the 
automobile is the American idea incarnate. 
Movement, speed, rich and mechanics are 
an irresistible native combination. Hous- 
ing and automobiles really go together. If 
the two should clash, it is not hard to say 
which choice the average American will 
make. He will prefer his car to his own 
home.—New York Times.

‘The only policy of the Liberal 
party was, to/Aoppose the gorem- 
Ment in its“forward, constructive 
measures,” (Br. Bennett declared.| 
He referred to “measures now in 
most successful operation.” which 
had been debated in parliament, 
taking up first the Otawa agree 
ments. 

“T mention them (the Ottawa 
agreements) as one unquestioned 
measure of vast benefit to this coun 
try, which came before parliament 
and was opposed by. the Liberal 
party.” Mr. Bennett continued.| 
“Why? Because, presumably, that} 
party unought t good polities to op=] 
pose them. If they hed it to do 
over again, would they stilt oppose?| 
Tdoubt it.’ But ask thelr leaders. I 
think some of my Liberal irlends, if 
they are frank, will now admit that 
thelr leaders ‘guessed wrong. But 
nevermind that. ‘The polnt is, that 
at a time when your government 
Was fighting for the life of this 
country, we were handicapped and 
embarrissed and opposed by a party 
which seemed to think far more of 
getting back Into office than it did 
of you.” 

‘Turning to the Marketing Act, 
one of the measures which com-| 
prise the first stage of my reform 
rogram.”

Some reform measures had boen 
‘naugurated, Others were in prepar- 
ation. Collectively they would com- 
prise a scheme more comprehensive 
and far-reaching than any reform 
move Canada had ever known. “It 
will mean a new relationship be- 
‘tween government and business.” 
he sald. “The government will have 
2 new function to perform in the 
economic. system.” 

‘The government, under his plan, 
‘would be “a permanent guide and 
regulator with the right and power 
‘of correction” with the duty of 
maintaining in the industrial and 
capitalist system a more equitable 
distribution of its benefits. 


Inaugurated Reform Polley.

it? and if he answers, "Yes’, I am 
‘afraid you cannot, defend him, fo:| 
his very answer is one dictated by 

litical expediency, an- 
Frers, "Now T am Airaid you cannot 
do. business, withhim. For then, 
apparently, he thiiks still, as he 
[did in the days when he was in 
power, that all is well with the land,| 
and that government intervention 
fs wholly superfluous. 

“But if the leader of the oppost- 
{tion has changed his mind—and he 
may say that everyone fs eniitled to| 
febange his mind—Iif he has changed| 
his mind and says he will support 
this of reform, he will, 1 
am afraid, be faithless to many of| 
Fis protesiatlons and those of his 
eutenants, but that may be right sf| 
those protestations were wrong, and, 
he will be falthless to his own de- 
jelared doctrine of Liberalism; but! 
that may be right, if that doctrine 
{is meaningless in these present clr- 
cumstances. : 

Doesn't Expect Change 

“As a matter of fact, I do not 
lexpect that the leader of the oppo- 
Jeition will change his mind, T say 
this frankly and in falrpess'to him.

The Federal Department of Agriculture 
is doing the right thing in paying special 
attention to the adulteration of maple pro- 
duc! Its latest ruling is that grocers who 
may happen to sell any of these which are 
not up to the required health standard 
will be responsible for adulteration and 
Prosecuted unless they can furnish the 
authorities with the name of the producer 
of the offending article and its gource of 
origin, : 

On the face of it this regulation ma 
sound somewhat drastic. ‘The retail 

grocer passing over his counter sugar or 
syrup or other product of maple sap has 
in the great majority of cases no opportun- 
ity to dilute or adulterate, even if he desir- 
ed to do so. - He sells the atuff as he gets 
if, doubtless in, good faith, Phe Protest 
himsélf all he has to do is to keep track 
of whero he gets his supplies and furnish 

- the federal inspectors . with .the small 
amount of Information they may require. 
They should then find it much easier to 
clean up at the point of origin. 

Maple products are notoriously easy to 
adulterate, Much of the manufacture of 
syrup and sugar is on ‘a comparatively 
small scale and hence hard to'inspect and 
regulate. Federal inspection has already 

disclosed some very unpleasant things in- 
deed where the equipment and methods of 
some individual producers are concerned. 
The processing: of maple sap is perhaps 
our most purely national industry and 
much of the finished product is for the 
export trade. The Government is wise in 
safeguarding this important Canadian food 
product in every possible way.—Montreal 
ar.

Boy Scouts have been.a force in Canada 
for more than a quarter of a century. 
They have proved their worth in this and 
ote countries—Toronto Mail and Em- 
pire. 


‘A company has been formed in Shanghai 
to construct an artificial ice arena in that 
city. Plans have not been completed as 
yet in’ detail, but is expected that con- 
struction will commence in the spring and 
will be finished in time for the winter 
season of 1935-36. The ice surface is to 
be 200 feet by 85 feet or a total of 17,000 
square feet, allowing 24 square feet for 
each of 700 skaters. Accommodation is 
designed for 4,000. spectators. 

This will be the first structure of its kind 
in China, although skating on natural ice 
is popular to some extent in Tientsin, Pe- 
king,.and other centres of North China 
and Manchuria. There is, however, never 
natural ice in Shanghai suitable for skat- 


ing. 

Canadian firms interested in supplying 
equipment to the new venture should sen 
samples, catalogues, and lowest net prices, 
c.f Changhai, to this office as soon as pos- 
sible. An initial order of 500 skates and 
boots attached will probably be placed. 
‘and there will be a possibility of smali 
sales of other equipment such as hockey 
aticks, nets, and pucks. The proprietors of 
the arena contemplate purchasing such 
equipment outright and renting or selling 
it tothe users. ‘The small sizes will pro- 
bably predominate in.any shoe. orders 
placed, as the Chinese foot is, on the aver- 
age, smaller than the European—Coim- 
mercial Intelligence Journal, Shanghai. 





CANADA LEADING 


The monthly bulletin of the League of 
Nations on industrial production gives 
striking proof of the leading place which 
Canada is taking in industrial recovery. 
In this bulletin, fifteen industrial nations 
are listed, with’ statistics showing the per- 
centage of industrial recovery gained in 
the available period of 1934 as compared 
with 1933, In this record, only two 
countries, Germany and Sweden, have a 
higher percentage than has Canada, and 
the margin is small. The record is as

Peace does not mean stagnation, but op- 
portunity for constructive as well as con- 
trasted with destructive activity. 

In fact Mussolini and other eulogists of 
war who pride themselves on being in- 
tensely practical are dreamers who do not 
face the realties of life. War may be a 
necessity at certain thmes, but it is a 
necessity created by human folly, greed

In the first hight rescue by police 
and firemen of this city in a. per~ 
fod of nearly thirty years, Mr, and 
Mrs, Samuel Howes ‘and'son, Jack 
8, of 104 James Street wete saved 
from amost certain suffocation and 
injury’ by fire when flames com= 
pletely enveloped the downstatrs 
partion of thelr home, turning the 
Interior of the house into » raging 
inferno shortly after one’ o'clock 
‘this morning. 

‘Awakened by! the suffocating 
clouds of smoke which-sceped under 
uho'r ‘bedroom door, Mr. Howes! 
groped his way through ‘the room 
fand flung the door open, Strang!- 
ing and gasping through the wall 
lor smcke and flame which gushed 
in. m solid sheet into the room after| 
awakening his wife, hastened to an 
adjoining room, closely followed by 
Mrs, Howes where their son slept, 
funconsotous of the danger. 


Son Wrapped in Blanket 


Hasthy bundling the sleeping 
boy into.a blanket from. the bed,| 
Mrs. Howes pushed. to the front| 
bedroom window which “had been| 
fhurrledly smashed oy her. husband| 
land pushed the child on to. the| 
[snow-covered veraslah. - She fol-| 
owed quickly while “Mr, Howes| 
rushed’ to a neighbour's. telephone| 
and promptly sent in the alarm. 
By this time the stairs had  cal-| 
lapsed in m shower of sparks. 

Responding hastily from _ the 
police station, Constables Peter! 
‘Thompson and Harold Taylor, who| 
had armed themselves with a ‘short| 
section of handy ' ladder, found 
mother and child in » perilous post-| 
on on the high front verandah, 
walting for help hile red flames| 
erackled through the home befiind| 
them. Erecting the short step lad- 
der, “Constable Thompson went to| 
the’ assistance of che mother. and 
boy, holding them from. slipping. 
from the icy slope, until firemen! 
could arrtre with their equipment. 
Both mother and boy were in’ thelr| 
night clothing.

MONTHLY TAX COLLECTIONS 


Cities, towns, villages, and rural muni. 
cipalities throughout the country have met 

ith @ good deal of difficulty in the collec- 
tion of taxes during the last four ‘or five 
years. Many taxpayers have failed to pay 
at the appointed time and there is’a tre- 
mendous accumulation of arrears in Can- 
ada, with the consequent danger that 
many people will be deprived of their 
property in the process which the com- 
munities adopt for a final settlement, 

There are strong reasons for advocating 
more practica] adoption of the installment 
plan for the payment of taxes. “In'some 
municipalities, the year’s taxes are de-

‘The town of Oshawa has set an example 
to the rest of us in these days of hard 
times. Oshawa is on the main Montreal- 
Toronto highway and along this road there 
drifts continually ‘a stream of | workless 
men, seeking: the far pastures which seem 
a little greener than those near at’ hand. 
Some rumour of work to be got in .Tor- 
‘onto sets the jobless Montrealers afloat 
along the highway, or the destitute man 
in ‘Toronto believes that he will be better 
looked after: Here and sets’ out upon’ thé 
trail. Oshawa, being’ onthe line, of march 
gets all these men, but is not content with 
passing them along or giving them, the 
Spartan comfort of a:night'in the police 
station. Certain citizens—practical phil- 
anthropists, these—have fitted up a build- 
ing with sleeping and bathing accommo~ 
dation and in it the “homeless wanderer 
may be shelfered and cleansed and rested 
until it is again time to set forth on his 
quest. _ They call their hostel “House of 
Friendship,” and they could have chosen 
no better name. Friendship is not easily 
come by among the trampers along the 
King’s highway in these trying times and 
it is good to kncw—good not only for the 
imr--’" ste beneficiaries but for all of us 
‘as —that there is in Oshawa enough 
und to spare of it. Oshawa made a great 
name for itself in days of prosperity for its 
humming factories. It will.do so again. In 
between times certain of its citizens have 
done something perhaps even finer than 
putting up a new factory or loading scores 
of additional freight cars —Montreal Star. 


JOBS FOR STUDENTS 


The superintendent of city schools in 
‘Toronto, in co-operation with the Ontario 
branch of the employment service in Can- 
ada, is trying to work out a plan that 
would help students of the secondary 
schools to obtain jobs when they have fin- 
ished their courses. This seems a most 
necesary enterprise ince one of*the most 
puzzling problems of the depression 
arises from the circumstance that boys and 
girls leaving school are largely unable to 
obtain work and are thus exposed to much 
disappointment and discouragement. 

‘Throughout Canada, the situation is 
much the same. A small percentage of the 
students succeed in obtaining work, but 
thousands of others are. not so fortunate 
and their idleness fs a disturbing factor in 
the whole unemployment problem. 

In some of the large cities the schools 
themselves have made ‘some efforts to 
place graduated students in jobs, but the 
task has been difficult and not much*suc- 
cess has been attained in that way because 
the contacts of the'schools with employers 
of labor are somewhat limited. 

If a satisfactory hook-up can be made 
with the government employment depart- 
ment there is a possibility for much better 
results in the:securing of jobs for those 
who are leaving school.—Sarnia Canadian 
Observer.

Professor J. Dover Wilson of the Uni- 
versity of London, author of “The Essential 














. Shakespeare,” and the curious emender 
* of the famous phrase of Hamlet into “this 


too, too sullied flesh,” bewalled the evil 
case of English at Harrow School the other 
day before an) audience. of public. school 
masters. ‘The quality of English, spoken 
and written, of university. graduates is a 
national menace.”"’ "There are 80, many 
“menaces” that the word has come to wear 
alniost''a comic look; ‘but thes professor 
knows a lot of university. graduates. He 
thinks that ‘other so-called edu per- 
gona are as ignorant of good English as 
they. He goes into many petentious 
houses. In many of them he finds very 
few books, and those usually unread, “of 
the wall-paper variety,” merely a decora- 
tion. Most public school boys come from 
this sort of home. Isn't it true today that 
good English is heard in very few homes? 
In better days children were brought up 
on daily reading of the Bible and the Book 
of Common-Prayer. Unconsciously they 
learned the majestic rhythm of that in- 
comparable prose. . Those happier child- 
ren were “nourished on musi Now 





such rhythm and harmony as modern 


children get are “bellowed from the non- 
selective loud-speaker, which is never 
turned off.” ‘he Devil's Advocate may 
wonder if compulsory reading and listen- 
ing had quite the éducational effect which 
Professor Wilson attributes to it. Even 
in that earlier golden world angry voices 
-were often raised against the pernicious 
influence of novels. These, too, have long 
been a “‘menace.’ 

‘The classics, the speaker continued. will 
never recover their old sway. English 
must take the place of Latin. “English, 





especially the. writing of English prose... ‘ 


must become the central and essential sub- 
ject of the school curriculum.” But how 
shall it be taught? The technique has yet 
to be found. ‘Too many schoolmasters use 
the methods that have belonged to ‘the 
teaching of Latin and are slaves to “gram- 
mar.” The professor's basting of that 
fantastical pedant will be dear to many 
hearts. But, after all, it is contemporary, 
not sixteenth or seventeenth century, good 
English that contemporary children should 
loarn. As for spoken English, one Is often 
inclined to aympathize with Professor Wil- 
gon’s antipathy to the bellowers. 

The B. B. C.’s Advisory Committee on 
Spoken English, composed of four profes- 
sors, authorities on pronunciation, has just 
recommended to announcers—those deep- 
mouthed dictators of orthoepy—to utter 
Nomelet” as “omlet.”
